was employed in the office of Senator WALSH for a period of about one year 
in approximately 1929 and 1930, working on tariff matters. CLARK said the^ 
delegate was hired by Senator WALSH on a temporary basis, and left his posi¬ 
tion voluntarily to accept a position with the Aluminum Company of America. 
He stated that the delegate had a brother whom he believed was named MILES 
ROMEY, who operated a food shop or ice cream parlor in the District of 
Columbia area in the early 1930*s. CLARK said he knew the delegate and his 
wife LENORE, quite well socially between 1929 and 1940, and added that he 
has kept up hie contact with the ROMNEYS to the present time, although he 
does not see them very often now. He stated he recalled that the delegate 
did some missionary work in Europe for the Mormon Church prior to the time 
he came to work for Senator WALSH, and that the delegate also went to 
Europe in 1947 as a delegate to the Metal Trades Conference of the Inter¬ 
national Labor Office, 

CLARK described the delegate as a person of good character and 
a "square shooter." He said ROMNEY had a very dynamic personality and 
entered into everything with a lot of energy and enthusiasm. CLARK 
stated the delegate was very highly regarded in the business world, and 
associated with people of good reputation. He said ROMNEY and his wife 
enjoyed an excellent reputation and added that he knew nothing derogatory ’ 
concerning the delegate or any of his relations. CLARK felt sure the 
delegate and his wife ware completely loyal, patriotic American citizens, 
and recommended ROMNEY unhesitatingly for the position for which he is 
being considered. 

FREDERIC J. GAUNTLETT, 5802 Kirkside Drive, Chevy Chase, Mary¬ 
land, advised he was former Manager of the Washington, D. C. Office of the 
Aluminum Company of America, and in this position was the delegate*s 
superior from about 1930 to 1935. GAUNTLETT advised the delegate was em¬ 
ployed in the office of the late Senator DAVID I. WALSH immediately prior 
to the time he came to work for the Aluminum Company of America as a 
General Office Man and Assistant to him, (GAUNTLETT). He stated his 
association with ROMNEY was confined to their association at work, and 
said he was not acquainted with the delegate*s wife, GAUNTLETT described 
the delegate as a very high type man of good character and excellent 
habits, who enjoyed a fine reputation. He stated ROMNEY was a very capable 
person and an excellent worker. He felt sure the delegate was a loyal, 
patriotic American citizen, and recommended him unreservedly for a posi¬ 
tion as a Delegate with the International Labor Organization. 

H, C. McCORD, Assistant District Sales Manager, Aluminum 


Company of America, 1200 Ring Building, 18th and "M” Streets, N« W. , ad¬ 
vised the delegate vras employed by this company in Washington, D* C., as a 
Public Relations Man, from about 1930 to 1939* He said, to the best of 
his recollection, the delegate came to the Alu m inum Company of ‘ America 
directly from the office of Senator WALSH, McCORD stated that ROMNEY left 
the Aluminum Company of America voluntarily to accept a better position in 
Detroit, Michigan, He said he knew the delegate as a fellow employee diring 
the entire period from 1930 to 1939* and found him to be a very high type 
person of good character, for whom he had only the highest personal regard, 
McCORD said he had rather limited social contact with the delegate and his 
wife LENQRE, but never knew them to associate with anyone of questionable 
reputation or loyalty. He said the delegate and his wife enjoyed a very 
favorable reputation, and he felt sure RCMNEY believes in the American 
system of free enterprise, and that he and his wife are loyal, patriotic 
American citizens. 

Miss MARGARET NAOMI SHAW, Secretary, Aluminum Company of America, 
1200 Ring Building, 18th and M M n Streets, N. W,, advised she knew the 
delegate as a fellow employee in this company from approximately 1930 to 
1939* She stated ROMNEY was employed, during this time as a Public Relations 
Man, and left the company voluntarily to accept a position with the Auto¬ 
mobile Manufacturing Association in Detroit, Michigan. Miss SHAW stated she 
was not well acquainted with the delegate and his wife socially, but at 
office functions she had observed the ROMNEYS were people of good habits, 
and did not use intoxicants. She described the delegate as a capable person 
of good judgment, who had a very pleasing personality. She said ROMNEY and 
his wife were good, substantial citizens, of good character, and who enjoyed 
an excellent reputation. She stated she knew nothing derogatory concerning 
the associates of the ROMNEYS, and felt sure they were loyal, patriotic 
American citizens, and she recommended the delegate for the position for 
which he is being considered, 

REFERENCES 

VINCENT P, AHEAHN, Executive Secretary, National Sand and Gravel 
Association, 1325 ’•E" Street, N. W», advised he has known the delegate 
both professionally and socially for the past twenty years. He said he is 
also well acquainted with the delegate*s wife LENORE. AHEAHN described the 
delegate as a sober, decent person of good character, who associated with 
good, reputable people. He said the delegate and his wife enjoyed an 
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excellent reputation, and that he knew nothing at all derogatory concern¬ 
ing the ROMNEYS. AHEARN said the delegate was "a perfect person by any

the wife of the delegate has a sister by this name* MARRIOTT said he 
knew the delegate and his wife very well socially during the time they re¬ 
sided in Washington, D, C*, and that he has kept up his contact with them 
since they left fear Detroit, Michigan. He described ROMNEY as "a high- 
grade fellow of good character and good habits." He said the delegate is 
a thorough gentleman, a very competent person, and a good church man* 
MARRIOTT said the delegate and his wife enjoyed an excellent reputation, 
and he said he knew nothing derogatory concerning them or any of their

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whom she believed to be a brother to him, living at her guest house fot a 
few months. Mrs. FOWLER said it was her recollection that one of thp?

not recall their given names* He said the ROMNEYS came from Utah or 
Idaho and were employed at the Capitol* BRENNAN stated he was not well 
acquainted with the ROMNEYS, but they appeared to be young mm of good 
character and habits. He said he knew nothing derogatory concerning the 
ROMNEYS and had no reason to think they were not loyal, patriotic American 
citizens.

H. G. McCQLGAN, Manager, Dodge Hotel, 20 "E" Street, N* W., ad¬ 
vised that records reflecting the names of residents of the hotel prior to 
the year 1945, have been destroyed* He stated he was not connected with 
the hotel prior to 1944, and, therefore, did not know the delegate. 
McCOLGAN further stated that he could not suggest anyone who might have 
known the delegate when he resided at the Dodge Hotel*

and Mrs* GUY T. STEUART, 4834 16th Street, N. W*, who has resided at this 
address since 1928, advised that they did not know the delegate or his 
wife,

Hie 1932 City Directory reflects the delegate and his wife, 
LENORE L, were occupying apartment 622, 3133 Connecticut Avenue, N. W*, 
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and the 1933 City Directory reflects their address as apartment 630* same 
address. 


Ifi.ss NORMA LONDON, Desk Clerk, Kennedy-Warren Apartments, 3133 
Connecticut Avenue, N. W«, advised her records failed to disclose any < 
record of the delegate occupying an apartment there, 

Mrs. ELIZA EE TH B. PROCTOR, Apartment 1124, Kennedy-Warren 
Apartments, 3133 Connecticut Avenue, N. W*, advised that she was Resident 
Manager of this apartment house from 1931 to 1947. She said she vaguely 
recalled the delegate and his wife living at this address in the early 
1930*8, and estimated that the ROMNEYS lived there for approximately two 
or three years. Mrs, PROCTOR stated she was not well acquainted with the 
ROMNEYS, knew none of their associates, and said she could not suggest any¬ 
one who would have been acquainted with them in the apartment house* She 
said she never saw anything objectionable about the ROMNEYS and she had no 
reason to believe they were not loyal, patriotic American citizens* 

Miss VELLA WINNER, Apartment 531, Kennedy-Warren Apartments, 

3133 Connecticut Avenue, N. W., advised that she occupied apartment 621 
this address during 1932 and 1933* She advised that she knew the delegate 
and his wife very casually as neighbors during the time they resided at 
the Kennedy-Warren Apartments. Miss WINNER said she could not furnish any 
positive information concerning the ROMNEYS, but as far as she knew, they 
were decent, respectable people. She said she knew nothing derogatory 
concerning the ROMNEYS, knew none of their associates, and had no reason 
to question their loyalty and patriotism. In addition. Miss WINNER said 
she had met the parents of the delegate *s wife, but could not recall their 
names. She said she knew them socially a number of years ago, and that 
they enjoyed an excellent reputation.

mss MARGARET LEWIS, Secretary.Manager’s Office, Westchester 
Apartments, 4000 Cathedral Avenue, N, W., advised her records reflected

1933, to September 1, 1935, and rented apartment 825, Westchester Apart¬ 
ments, from September 1, 1935, to March 15, 1938. She stated the records 
reflected no derogatory information concerning the ROMNEYS. Miss LEWIS 
advised there has been a compxLete change of tenants in the vicinity of 
the apartments occupied by the delegate, since 1938, and she could suggest 
no one who might recall him other than HERBERT THORNTON, who was the former 
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Manager of the apartment house.

M THORNTON said he knew nothing derogatory con¬ 
cerning the character, reputation, loyalty, or patriotism of the delegate 
or his f amily , and he added that he knew of no one who would have been 
acquainted with the ROMNEYS at the Westchester Apartments as he could not 
recall their associates there,

Mrs. WILLIAM E. SGHOOLEY, 4415 Dexter Street, N. W., advised she 
has lived at this address since 1936. She said she recalled a gentleman 
who was employed by the Aluminum Company of America and his family living 
in the house located at 2706 44th Street, N. W«, for a short time in 
about the late 1930's. She stated, however, she had never met the family 
to which she referred, and said she could furnish no positive information 
concerning their character, reputation, patriotism, or loyalty, and she 
knew nothing at all derogatory concerning them. 

Mrs. J. COLEMAN DM TON, 4444 Dexter Street, N. W., furnished in¬ 
formation substantially the same as that furnished by Mrs. WILLIAM E. 
SCHOOLEY mentioned above. 

Mrs. G. BROWN MILLER, 4409 Dexter Street, N. W., advised she re¬ 
called delegate and his wife living at 2706 44th Street, N. W., from 
approximately 1938-1940. She stated that she was only casually acquainted 
with the ROMNEYS and had never visited in their home* Mrs. MILLER said 
the ROMNEYS were quiet, orderly neighbors, and appeared to be respectable 
people. She stated she knew nothing derogatory concerning the character, 
reputation, patriotism, or loyalty of the ROMNEYS. 

EDWARD K. JONES, 5211 Partridge Lane, N. W., advised he resided 
at 4401 Dexter Street, N. W., between 1935 and 1940, and was a next door 
neighbor to the delegate and his family from about 1938 to 1940* He 
described the delegate as a well-bred, clean-cut person of good character. 
JONES said ROMNEY and his wife LENORE, were well regarded in the neighbor¬ 
hood, and stated he had no reason to question the loyalty or patriotism of 
the ROMNEYS. 
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MISCELLANEOUS 


There is no record of the delegate in the files of the Civil 
Service Commission or the House Committee on Un-Ajgsrican Activities. 

The files of the Credit Bureau reflect a report dated January 9> 
1940, on. GEORGE WILCKEN ROMNEY, whose wife is listed as RU1H LEONORA, and 
whose address is listed as 1016 Berkshire, Grosse Point, Michigan. The 
report reflects four satisfactory accounts, two fair accounts, and two 
slow accounts. It reflects that the subject of the report lived at 2706 
44th Street, N. W., Washington, D. C., from March 15, 1933, to January 1, 
1940, and had previously lived at the Westchester Apartments for four 
years,at 3133 Connecticut Avenue, N. W*, and at 4823 16th Street, N. W*, 
all Washington, D. C* It further reflects that the subject of the report 
was formerly employed as a Salesman for the Aluminum Company of America 
in Washington, D. C*, and was then reported to be Manager of the Detroit 
Office of the Automobile Manufacturers Association. 

It is to be noted that the addresses and employments of the 
delegate correspond with the information in the above credit report, but 
that persons interviewed during the course of the present investigation, 
advised the delegate’s wife’s name was LENORE and not RUTH LEONORA as is 
set forth in the credit report. 

The files of the Credit Bureau reflect no credit inforraaticn 
concerning the delegate’s brother MIIES P. ROMNEY. 

The files of the Metropolitan Police Department reflect no 
record for the delegate, his wife, nor an arrest record which could be 
identified with the delegate’s brother MILES P, ROMNEY. 

The Bureau advised that a search of the central files of the 
FEE has been made and no information of a derogatory nature concerning 
loyalty which could be identified with the applicant was found.

The files of the House Committee on Un-American Activities 
reflect that one MILES ROMNEY 1 , Junior, Publisher, The Western News, 

Hamilton, Montana, was one of the 1600 prominent Americans who signed an 
open letter to the President of the United States, sponsored by the 
National Federation for Constitutional liberties, protesting the de¬ 
portation of HARRY BRIDGES. 

It is to be noted that the National Federation for Constitution¬ 
al Liberties has been declared by the Attorney General as coming within 
the purview of Executive Order 9835* 

It is to be noted that the delegate has a brother MIIES P. 

ROMNEY, who lives at 1166 East 5th Street, South, Salt Lake City, Utah* 

The above information was not included in the body of this re¬ 
port due to the discrepancy in the above addresses, but a teletype was 
sent to the Butte and Salt Lake City Offices on October 26, 1949, to have 
them attempt to determine if the signer of the above-mentioned open letter 
is a close relative to the delegate. 

Records of the Registrars Office, George Washington University, 
reflected a letter from the University of Utah advising that the delegate’s 
address was 1337 Gilmer Drive, Salt Lake City, Utah* This information was 
not furnished the Salt Lake City Office inasmuch as that office was to 
check the University of Utah’s record of the delegate, and this address 
would undoubtedly be in their records. 

EDWARD K. JCNES, 5211 Partridge Lane, N. W„ advised that it 
was his impression that the delegate was related to KENNETH ROMNEY, who 
was former Sergeant-At-Arms of the House of Representatives, and who was 
found to be short in his accounts there about three or four years ago. 

JONES said he did not know the relationship between the delegate and KENNETH 
ROMNEY, and was not positive that they were related;inasmuch as JONES could 
furnish no further informaticn in this regard, and since FREDERIC C. 
GAUNTLETT, J. WILLARD MARRIOTT, VINCENT P. AHEARN, JAMES T. CLARK, H. C. 
McCORD, and MARGARET NAOMI SHAW stated they knew of no relationship between 
the delegate and KENNETH ROMNEY, and stated that if they were related, it 
must have been a very distant relationship, this information was not in¬ 
cluded in the body of this report.

1 The nadir of this stalemate occurred in 1959, when the condi¬ 
tion of the state’s treasury reached such a dismal point that 
thousands of state employes went without their paychecks. 

This sensational development made headlines all over the 
country, and Michigan became the laughing stock of the nation. 
But it also spurred the activities of enlightened citizens of both

THE ADOPTION of a new constitution isn’t the only favorable 
development in Michigan in recent months. 

The legislative session which has just ended was one of the 
most productive in recent years. Michigan’s financial picture has 
improved so much that the state will end the current fiscal year 
with a surplus of more than $40 million.

cratic help in voting it out of 
committee, the Republican 
leader asked the Democratic 
leader. 

Swainson asked only one 
thing—that all the tax bills be 
voted out—not just part of 
them. Romney has drafted 63 
tax bills. In return, Swainson 
agreed to use his influence 
with Sen. Charles S. Blondy, a 
Detroit Democrat and a 
member of the Senate Tax 
Committee, to push the Rom¬ 
ney tax program out of com¬ 
mittee.

This was 
the closest Michigan has come 
to adopting an income tax in 
14 years. Former Gov. G. 
Mennen Williams, Democrat, 
who served longest of any 
Michigan Governor, tried and 
failed repeatedly to get an 
income tax passed.

The caller described himself as an ex-Marine Corporal 
of World.War II and stated that he would love to be tried on 
the basis of his war experience and record in World War II. 
and said that the only thing that would be determined by the 
court would be that he was considered insane. 

The caller also said that, "We ex-Marines are going 
to run this country or destroy it; that J. EDGAR HOOVER thinks 
he is God, but LBJ don't think it and will be glad to get 
rid of him,” and "that I may go to Washington pretty soon 
and assassinate someone”. He also said that no Federal Jury 
would ever convict him of anything but being insane.

The caller further stated that the FBI sent an 
agent to his mother’s house without a search warrant and that 
all he wants is for someone else to go into her house without 
a search warrant because "I'm going to assassina te them”. 

The caller said that his name was known by Agent | 

of the FBI office in St. Louis, Missouri. He also said that 
the FBI was 100% to blame for the assassination of President 
KENNEDY by OSWALD due to their utter stupidity and knowing 
what the Secret Service had already told the FBI. He concluded 
by stating in reference to the^FBI, "You are the Gestapo of 
the United States of America. I denounce you and would 
assassinate your leader”. During this call the caller refused 
to give his name and stated that he just traveled around. 

He claimed to have attended the University of Kentucky for 
three years after World War II from 1947 to 1950.

The May 1960 issue of the "Young Socialist," (YS). 
page one, column throe, disclosed that during April 15-17, 1960, 
a national organization entitled "The Young Socialist Alliance" 
(YSA) was established at Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. The issue 
stated that this organization was formed by the nationwide 
supporter clubs of the publication YS. 


The above issue, page six, set forth the founding 
declaration of YSA. This declaration stated that the YSA 
recognizes the Socialist Workers Party (SWP) as the only existing 
political leadership on class struggle principles, and that the 
supporters of the YS have come into basic political solidarity 
v/ith the SWP on the principles of revolutionary socialism. 


A source advised on May 23, 1966, that the original 
YSA was an organization formed during October 1957 in New York 
City by youth of various left socialist tendencies, particularly 
members and followers of the SWP. The leaders of this group 
were the guiding forces in the establishment of the national 
organization. 


The source further advised on May 23, 1966, that the 
YSA is dominated and controlled on a national basis by the SWP 
through having SWP members comprise exclusively the National 
Executive Committee (NEC). The YSA, in reality, is the youth 
and training section for the SWP and the main source of new 
SWP members. 

The headquarters of the YSA are located in Room 535, 
41 Union Square West, New York City.

A source has advised that on October 26-27, 1963, a 
conference of members of the Communist Party (CP), including 
national functionaries, met in Chicago, Illinois, for the pur¬ 
pose of setting in motion forces for the establishment of a new 
national Marxist-oriented youth organization which would hunt 
for the most peaceful transition to socialism. The delegates 
were told that it would be reasonable to assume that the young 
socialists attracted into this new organization would eventually 
pass into the CP itself. 

A second source has advised that the founding con¬ 
vention for the new youth organization was held from June 19-21, 
1964, at 150 Golden Gate Avenue, San Francisco, California, at 
which 'time the name W.E.B. DuBois Clubs of America (DCA) was 
adopted. Approximately 500 delegates from throughout, the United 
States attended this convention. The aims of this organization, 
as set forth in the preamble to the constitution, are: "It is 
pur belief that this nation can best solve its problems in an 
atmosphere of peaceful coexistence, complete disarmament and true 
freedom for all peoples of the world, and that these solutions 
will be reached mainly through the united efforts 'of all'demo¬ 
cratic elements in our country, composed essentially of the 
working people allied in the unity of Negroes and other minorities 
with whites. We further fully recognize that the greatest 
threat to American democracy comes from the racist and right 
wing forces in coalition with the most reactionary sections 
of the economic power structure, using the tool of anti¬ 
communism to divide and destroy the unified struggle of the 
working■people". 


Over the Labor D&y weekend, 1965, the DCA held a con¬ 
ference in Chicago, Illinois, and a new slate of officers was 
elected to the National Executive Committee (NEC) of the DCA. . 
Since Labor Day, 1965, identities of those serving on the NEC 
has varied; however, according to a third source as of May, 
1966, thirteen of the fifteen members of the NEC were members 
of the CP in the San Francisco Bay area. 


As of July, 1966, the headquarters of the DCA was 
located at 180 North Wacker Drive, Chicago, Illinois.

A. Well, I think the second stop on our urban tour here in Washington, D. C., 
has been very profitable. Certainly yesterday we got a real insight into 
some of the urban housing problems, and the look at Columbia this morning 
was very revealing. Wow, one of the purposes of this trip was to get 
insights into problems of law enforcement, and I don't knot/ of any better 
place to come than the place I’ve just been. The Director was very generous 
in discussing various aspects of law enforcement in the country -- and, as 
you all know, we’re confronted with a rapidly rising crime rate, and to the 
extent that crime and other factors weaken us within, why it aids the 
communist cause. And as I indicated when we started this tour, one of the 
purposes is to identify those things that will strengthen us to that we 
can be strengthened against subversiveism and also against racial and other 
difficulties. 


Q. Did Mr. Hoover strengthen your view that there is a subversive wave within 
our cities? 

A. Well, I don’t know that he strengthened my view. I had the opportunity to

Romney, a Republican Presidential possibility, has

During first six months of 1967 (as reflected in a press 
release dated Friday, September 15), there was a 17 percent increase in 
serious crime. In 1966, a record total of 3,243,400 serious crimes were 
committed—11.4 percent more than in 1965. From 1960 through 1966, 
crime increased nearly seven times as fast as our population. 

Organized crime exerts control over major vice operations 
across the Nation and also has influence and holdings in the business world 
—some being operated legitimately and others being used as "fronts" for 
illegal activities or to accomplish various frauds. La Cosa Nostra is most 
powerful organized crime group and is ruled by "The Commission" whose 
membership includes Joe Zerilli of Detroit. In Detroit and St. Louis, 
there are Syrian racket groups which operate apart from La Cosa Nostra 
but are ultimately answerable to the Italian leadership.

DIFFERENCESWITH ADMINISTRATION:

From 1960 through 1966, police arrests of persons 
under 18 years of age for serious crimes rose 54 percent—nearly 
three times the population growth in the 10-17 age group. Furthermore, 
in 1966, 75 percent of police arrests for serious crimes involved 
persons under 25 years of age. 


Negroes (comprising 12 percent of our national 
population) constitute another population group which contributes 
disproportionately to America’s crime problem. In 1966, Negroes 
were involved in 33 percent of the arrests for serious crimes. From 
1960 through 1966, arrests of Negroes in American cities for serious 
crimes increased 49 percent. 


An analysis of the records of nearly 42, 000 persons 
who were arrested in 1966 disclosed that three out of four had a 
previous arrest record. The average criminal career of these 
repeaters was more than 10 years—and during the period of their 
criminal career, this group averaged six arrests, three convictions 
and two imprisonments each. 

A study of 17,837 offenders who were released to the 
streets in 1963 revealed that 55 percent of them were rearrested 
for new offenses before July 1, 1966—and that the tendency toward 
recidivism is greater among those engaged in the more serious types 
of crimes. The study also disclosed that 47 pprcent. of those who 
received a suspended sentence and/or probation^ we re rearrested :, that 
30 percent of those who received a fine and probation were rearrested : 
tha t J57 percent of those released on parole were rearrested: that 67 u 
percent of those released early after earning,’’good time” were re - 
arrested; and that j$3 percent of those acquitted or dismissed in 1963L

ORGANIZED CRIME 

Illegal endeavors of the organized underworld include, 
among others, gambling, narcotics^ traffic, various forms of extortion, 
loan sharking, labor racketeering and the production and sale of 
illicit alcohol—as well as corruption of public officials. In addition 
to the control which it exerts over major vice operations in the United 
States, organized crime also has tremendous influence in the field 
of labor and business. Its interests in the business world range from 
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M. A. Jones to Bishop Memo

bars and cafes to large hotels and major real estate holdings. Some 
of the legitimate holdings are operated openly or by "fronts” in the 
business world; others are used as "fronts" for illegal activities; 
and still others are used as tools to accomplish various frauds 
involving arson for insurance, bankruptcy and stock swindles. It 
is impossible to assess the wealth of the organized underworld or 
its impact on the business world; however, it has been estimated 
that the annual revenue from gambling alone is in the multibillion 
dollar range. 

The most powerful and best organized de facto 
criminal group in America is La Cosa Nostra--which is ruled by 
a body known as "The Commission" whose membership includes 
Joe Zerilli of Detroit. Investigation has revealed the existence 
of 24 separate La Cosa Nostra "families" in the country. 

Perhaps second to La Cosa Nostra in underworld 
strength and influence is the so-called Jewish mob- -with Meyer 
Lansky generally being recognized as the most powerful Jewish 
racketeer. Lansky and many other important Jewish racketeers 
who look to him for leadership comprise the most skilled practioners 
of professional gambling in the United States. In Detroit and 
St. Louis, there are significant Syrian racket groups which operate 
apart from La Cosa Nostra but are ultimately answerable to the 
Italian leadership.

GOVERNOR GEORGE ROMNEY 
PRESS CONFERENCE FOLLOWING 
MEETING WITH DIRECTOR 


Following Governor and Mrs. Romney's meeting with the Director 
early this afternoon the Governor agreed to a press conference which was conducted 
before all National Network television cameras in the Justice courtyard. Governor 
Romney was laudatory of the Director and in direct response to a question asked by 
one of the newsmen explained that one of the reasons for his current extensive 
travels was to see and discuss the various problems confronting law enforcement. 
He added that he knew of no better place to come for advice on this important topic 
than to see J. Edgar Hoover, the Director of the FBI. 

In response to press inquiries Governor Romney refused to quote the 
Director on the various matters discussed by them during their meeting. He said 
generally the conversation had to do with various aspects of the law enforcement 
problem and that he and the Director agreed that various measures had to be taken- 
to alleviate this great problem. Among these he cited parental responsibility, 
j better pay, training and opportunities for law enforcement officers and a npn tra.lizifl 
I of the spirit of permissiveness which pervades American society today. 

One of the reporters asked the Governor if he knew whether or not 
Mr. Hoovjer had cleared Romney’s visit with the President or if such clearances 
were necessary. Governor Romney promptly replied that of course he did not 
know if the Director had done so and suggested that the press might want to check 
directly with "L. B. J. ” The press seemed to push for an answer to this question 
but Governor Romney held to this comment. The press also asked if the question 
of "Black Power" came up during the conversation or if the Director had mentioned 
Rap Brown.
